riotism of your purposes, the soundness of your judgment, and 
the wisdom of your deliberations. The beneficent care of the 
best of Governments is your heritage and-that-of your children’s. 
children, and only as faithful Representatives can you prove 
worthy of so hallowed a trust, by transmitting it, undimmed by 
time, unsullied by dishonor, without a stain of disloyalty, to future 
generations. 

I congratulate you that general health and prosperity has been 
the lot of all classes of men, and branches of industry within our 
Territory. . | 

I congratulate you that quiet has been maintained in our,bor-. 
ders, justice has been administered, and the laws promptly and. 
impartially executed,

the precious metals, from the mountains of Pend d’Oreille the 
gulches of South Boise to the shores of the Bruno, rewarding 
well the arduous zeal of the pioneer and the prospector. 

Icongratulate you that the ever faithful Nez Perces, truc to their 
ancient friendship for the white man, under many provocations 
and temptations. have given an admirable lesson of Christian 
forbearance and fidelity to the Government 

I congratulate you upon the extraordinary energy displayed 
by the people, in the construction of roads, in the building of 
towns, the improvement of هنيد‎ E sinking of shafts, and the 
immense export of gold and silver thisyean second-to no State 
or Territory in thc Union. 

Т would respectfully submit for your consideration that por tion 
of the Organie Act that wisely provides for the support of schools 
inthe fature. It is in the common school that the most of our 
children take their first and final lessons in education. It is in 
them that the most of us are prepared for the duties and strug- 
gles of life, and it isto them more than all other causes that we owe 
the instinetivé love for our institutions, and acquire the knowledge 
and self relianee to defend them. The blessings of free schools, 
like the dews of heaven, fall on the rich and poor alike, and 
the instructions we receive in our youth are the last that we rc- 
member in eur old age. They are the conservators of morals, 
the hand-maids of religion, and the mothers of patriotism. 

I would respectfully submit for your consideration, the laws 
passed by the last Legislature, and urge upon yon a thorough 
revision and ¢odification of the same, either by an act authorizing 
the appointment of a commission or otherwise. The many typo- 
graphical errors, ómissions, repetitions and conflicting sections, 

revent the masses of the people, as well as the officers іп the 
Territory, from knowing what is law, and are of: no small detri- 
ment to the €exrts.
